RAILROAD BUILDING TO BE COMMENCED 
IMMEDIATELY. 
It is stated upon apparently reliable 
authority, that Stanford & Co. Intend 
an early completion of the railroad 
between Delano, in the San Joaquin 
Valley, and this city. Work is al­ 
ready commenced at Delano, and 
rumor has it that engineers are here 
now or will arrive in a day or two for 
the purpose of resuming operations on 
this end of the road. We cannot of 
course vouch for the correctness of the 
report about an early completion of 
the valley road, but it certainly points 
in the direction in which the railroad 
company’s interests lay. They now 
operate several hundred miles of road 
in the San Joaquin valley at an ex­ 
pense largely exceeding the receipts, 
and so long as there is no connection 
with this city, there is no prospect of 
a change for the better in the financial 
affairs of the road. Rut as soon as the 
gap of about 160 miles between the 
end of the track already laid out from 
this city and that terminating at De­ 
lano Is closed, the business of the road 
will quadruple that it at present trans­ 
acts. The travel which now all goes 
by steamer will turn to the railroad, 
and probably twenty persons would 
pass between this city and San Fran­ 
cisco, could the trip be made by rail, 
where one now travels by steamer. 
The increase of freight business will 
of course be proportionate. Stanford 
«S: Co. are not ignorant of these facts, 
and the knowledge no doubt has 
prompted them to commence and 
complete the road as soon as possible. 
The advantages Los Angeles will de­ 
rive through obtaining direct railroad 
communication with SanFraneiscoand 
the rest of the world within the next 
twelve months are varied and many. 
That the report of the intentions of 
the company is correct, is the sincere 
wish of every citizen of this valley. 


SOMETHING GREATLY NEEDED. 
Now that there is a prospect of an 
early completion of the San Joaquin 
valley railroad to this place, it is time 
our people commenced the construc­ 
tion of a first-class hotel. Such an 
improvement is much needed. Los 
Angeles is so deficient in hotel accom­ 
modations that the fact is a subject of 
comment by travelers and tourists. 
Already our hotels are constantly 
crowded, and in many instances peo­ 
ple cannot find nucu accommodation 
as they desire and are willing to pay 
for. This being the case now, what 
may we expect when Los Angeles is 
placed in direct railroad communica­ 
tion with the great Eastern cities? 
When the railroad is completed, hun­ 
dreds of people will visit this portion 
of the State where one comes now. 
Our citizens owe it to themselves to 
make their hotel facilities first class 
and sufficiently extensive to meet all 
demands upon them. The new struc­ 
ture should be large and airy and its 
rooms should be arranged with a view 
of affording every passible comfort to 
families. There are a number of lo­ 
calities in the city where such a hotel 
might be erected and stand isolated 
from other buildings, surrounded with 
orange trees, shrubbery and flowers, 
thus making for tourists and invalids 
a home embowered in tropical trees 
and fragrant flowers. Such a retreat 
might be made on the elevated ground 
in the northern portion of the town, 
and when finished it would be both a 
credit to the city and a source of profit 
to its owners. 


MORE TELEGRAPHIC FACILITIES. 
James Gamble, General Superin­ 
tendent of the Western Union Tele­ 
graph Company's Pacific lines, and R. 
R. Haines, Superintendent of this 
District, left here last evening for the 
purpose of ascertaining what assist­ 
ance the residents of the section will 
give toward constructing a telegraph 
line from Santa Barbara to Salinas 
City. The distance over which the 
line will run is 240 miles, and this 
gap once closed, Los Angeles has an­ 
other and more direct line of tele­ 
graphic communication with San 
Francisco. The line is already in op­ 
eration between this city and Santa 
Barbara, and from San Francisco to 
Salinas City. At this time all busi­ 
ness between San Francisco and Shn- 
ta Barbara passes over the San Joa­ 
quin valley line, and is repeated at 
the office in this city, but if the new 
line is built, Santa Barbara will have 
a wire direct to the city. The cost of 
the work will be $33,000, and Superin­ 
tendent Gamble informs us that if the 
towns and localities most interested 
will subscribe $15,000, he will have 
the line completed and in operation 
within the next ninety days. The 
people of Santa Barbara will liberally 
uid the enterprise, and as San Luis 
Obispi, the only considerable town in 
the State without telegraphic commu­ 
nication, will be brought into the cir­ 
cuit, material assistance may be ex­ 
pected from her. 
The company 
have an abundance of construction 
material on hand in San Francisco, 
and if the necessary aid is forthcom­ 
ing no time will be lost in commenc­ 
ing the work. 
The Vallejo papers aro profuse in 
their praise of Governor Bootli for 
vetoing the bill dividing Holano 
county, and they are equally profuse 
in their abuse of him for signing the 
bill removing the county seat back to 
Fairfield. 
The Governor consoles 
himself with the reflection that no­ 
body oun please everybody. 


The Aldcn fruit drying patent lias 
proved a remarkable success. The 
fruit dried by this invention is free from 
dust or other impurities, and has al­ 
ready a market value in excess of that 
dried by the old slow and tedious pro­ 
cess. Of course the quality of the 
dried fruit depeuds to a great extent 
upon the richness and flavor of the 
green fruit of which it is made. On 
our table wo have two small boxes of 
raisins cured by the Alden patent. 
The contents of one box is a sample of 
wlmt is made from the commou Cali­ 
fornia or Mission grape within four 
hours from the commencement of the 
operatiou. The other contains raisins 
made from the grape known as 
as the Muscat of Alexandria, grown in 
Napa, and five days from the vine be­ 
fore drying. On the Muscats, six hours 
were consumed. Both are a superior 
article of raisin—the Muscat being the 
best. The excellent quality of grape 
grown in Los Angeles county guaran­ 
tees a fine quality of raisin, and we are 
informed that a proposition is on foot 
among some of our enterprising citi­ 
zens to purchase the right of the Alden 
patent for Los Angeles county and 
erect a fruit drying establishment in 
this city. The enterprise could not 
but be profitable. A letter has been 
received here from Geo. W. Deitzler, 
President of .the Alden Fruit Drying 
Company,announcing his early arrival 
in this city with a view of purchasing a 
vineyard, and expressing a willing­ 
ness to take an interest in the pro­ 
posed works here. 


THE D SCOVERY OF GOLD IN CALIFORNIA. 
It is perhaps not generally known 
that the first gold discovered in Cali­ 
fornia of which we have authentic 
record was taken out in this section of 
the State. It was Marshall’s discovery 
in General Sutter’s mill-race at Colo­ 
nia that electrified the world, and at­ 
tracted people from all nations to the 
Pacifiie Coast. But to Abel Stearns, an 
old resident of this county, who died in 
this city some two years ago, belonged 
the merit of making the first discov­ 
ery of the precious metal in Califor­ 
nia. In 1836 Mr. Stearns took a con­ 
siderable amount of gold from the 
San Francisquito Cafion, located in 
what is now the northern part of Los 
Angeles county. He sent the gold to 
the United States Mint at Philadel­ 
phia, and the certificate of deposit 
returned to him is in possession of 
the Society of California Pioneers or 
the Mercantile Library Associatiou, 
San Francisco. 
The Stockton Independent insists 
that both the old political parties in 
this State retai n their organization,and 
says that few have joined the ranks of 
the Independents. 
This statement 
would sound better if it appeared in 
the columns of a paper printed else­ 
where than in a county which two 
years ago had a clear Republican ma­ 
jority of 250, and in which at the late 
election the Independents elected 
their candidates by majorities ranging 
as high as 640. 


P latt, who undertook to construct 
the Stockton and lone narrow gauge 
railroad, thinks he will have to throw 
up his contract in consequence of the 
Stockton people not redeeming their 
promises. It will be an unfortunate 
thing for Stockton if this road is not 
built. lone valley must have railroad 
communication with the bay or Sacra­ 
mento river, and if Stockton does not 
secure the trade it will go to Sacra­ 
mento city or some point on the West­ 
ern Pacific. 


Favorable Notice. 
We are indebted to that tireless and 
unflinching defender of the people’s 
rights—the Sacramento Union— for 
the following complimentary notice of 
the Herald and its editor: 
James M. Bassett, recently con­ 
nected with the San Francisco daily 
press, has been called to the editorial 
charge of the Los Angeles daily Her­ 
ald. The Herald is a large and well- 
printed paper, owned by a joint stock 
association, and, as we are informed, 
rapidly increasing in circulation and 
influence in the Southern portion 
of the State. It is Independ­ 
ent in its politics, an advocate 
of the cause of the people and 
taxpayers against the demagogue 
and monopolist. Bassett is the proper 
man for its editor. When he worked 
in the same capacity on the Stockton 
Republican several years ago, he made 
that a ringing paper, and liis concise, 
outspoken and manly articles attract­ 
ed attention and elicited earnest ex­ 
pressions of surprise among all the hon­ 
est journals of the State.

— The 
steamer Molina, with the body of Dr. 
Livingstone arrived this morning. 


A Remarkable Living Monstrosity. 
Dr. T. D. Johnson of San Jose deliv­ 
ered a child a few days ago having 
two heads with one perfect body. It 
came to its full time and weighed 
about seven pounds. The head with­ 
out a body was attached to the crown 
of the head of the living child by a 
pedicle which was formed by the scalp 
of the two heads; the pedicle was two 
inches long and covered with hair, 
growing in different directions from 
the center of the attachment, at 
which point the pedicle measured one 
ami one-half inches in diameter, 
through which a blood vessel passed 
from the living child to the extra head, 
the pedicle entering this head through 
the foramen magnum, or correspond­ 
ing with the natural head, therefore 
the blood was supplied from the liv­ 
ing child to this second head through 
tins vessel. Dr. Johnson, assisted by 
Dr. Barger, amputated the second 
head at the center of the attachment, 
wich was virtually taking the head 
off at the neck. The child lived 
through the operation.

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The Tiohborne Case.

F rom the New Y ork Tribune. 
After the Tiihbcrrne trials, people 
must overhaul and revise their ideas 
of the impossible. Nothing was ever at­ 
tempted so absurd, so insane, one may 
say, as the scheme of the Austral­ 
ian butcher to make himself a baronet 
and millionaire by simply lying. He 
had hardly a single point to begin 
work upon. A young gentleman had 
been drowned at sea, wno was heir to 
a title and a great estate. H is friends, 
convinced of his death, gave his heri­ 
tage to the next of kin. His mother, 
alone refusing to despair, advertised 
for the missing one. The advertise­ 
ment coming to the eyes of a butcher 
in Australia, he resolved, to personate 
the lost son. There was not one chance 
in a million that he could succeed. 
There was no accidental resemblance 
of person, of manner, or of character. 
Mr. Nasby tried to get a drink, once, at 
W illard’s Hotel, by saying he was 
Charles Sumner. But this attempt 
was no less ridiculous. The baronet 
was a little, delicate, “ scrubby ” man. 
The claimant was a man-mountain, 
weighing 360 pounds. The baronet 
spoke French more readily than Eng­ 
lish; the claimant did not know one 
word of the language. Sir Roger be­ 
longed to a wide-spread family con­ 
nection, of which the claimant had 
never seen a member. Yet he confi­ 
dently sailed for England, and for 
seven years fought the desperate fight 
which has ended in his conviction as 
a felon, with a varying success, which 
must always remain a wonder to suc­ 
ceeding ages. His trial has changed 
men’s opinion as to the worth of hu­ 
man evidence. Dozens of witnesses, 
among whom was Sir Roger’s mother, 
testified that this was the rightful 
heir. Several members of Parliament 
espoused his cause. Popular subscrip­ 
tion assisted him in his scheme. He 
was defeated at last by two things— 
by his own statement in regard to Mrs. 
Kadclifie, which all England cried 
could not have been made by a man 
bom a gentleman, and by the evidence 
of Lord Bellew, who said he had tat­ 
tooed Sir Roger Tichborne in his boy­ 
hood. 
Remove these two compara­ 
tively unim portant incidents from the 
case, and it is not impossible that the 
craziest crime against rank and prop­ 
erty ever attempted m ight have suc­ 
ceeded, by form of law, in the most 
aristocratic country on earth. 


Why the Red Sea is called Red. 


A question that has puzzled scholars 
found a solution, some tim e since, in 
the observation of a sub-marine diver. 
Smith’s 44 Bible Dictionary ” discusses 
learnedly the name of the Red Sea. 
The "Dictionary.” surmises th at it 
was derived from the red western 
mountains, red coral zoophytes, etc., 
and appears to give little weight to the 
real and natural reason which came 
under our American notice. On one 
occasion the diver observed, while un­ 
der the sea, that the-curious wavering 
shadows which cross the lustrous, 
golden floor, like Frauenhofer’s lines 
on the spectrum, began to change and 
lose themselves. 
A purple glory of 
intermingled colors darkened the vio­ 
let curtans of the sea chambers, red­ 
dening all glints and tinges with an 
angry fire. Instead of th at lustrous, 
golden firmament, the thallasphere 
darkened into crimson and opal. The 
wails grew purple, and the floor was 
red as blood, the deep itself purpled 
with veinous hues of deoxidized life- 
currents. The view on the surface was 
even more magnificent. 
The sea at 
first assumed the light tawny, or yel­ 
lowish red of sherry win*. Anon, this 
wine color grew indistinct with richer 
radiance, as far as the eye could see, 
and flashing in the crystaline splendor 
of an Arabian sun, was glorious as a 
sea of rose. The dusky red sandstone 
hills, with a border of white sand and 
green and flowing foliage, like an elab­ 
orately wrought cup of Bohemian glass 
enameled with brilliant flowers, neld 
the sparkling liquid petals of that rosy 
sea. 
The surface, on examination, 
proveí! to be covered with a thin brick- 
dust layer of infusoria, slightly tinged 
with orange. Placed in a white glass 
bottle, this changed into a deep violet, 
but the wide surface of the external 
nea was of that magnificent and bril- 
liaut rose-color. It was a new and 
pleasing example of the lustrous, ever- 
varying beauty of the ocean world. It 
was caused by diatomacm, algae, which 
under the microscope revealed delicate 
threads gathered in tiny bundles, and 
containing rings, blood-dlsks, of th at 
curious coloring m atter in tiny tubes.

They are wdil 
attended, and each meeting has its 
discussions upon matters very nearly 
concerning tne agricultural interest 
of the section. Already the influence 
of the Grange has been felt in the di­ 
rection of political effect as connected 
with farming.

At a regular meeting of the Hungry 
Hollow Grange, No. 97, Yolo county, 
held Mgrch 28th, the following pream­ 
ble and resolution were unanimously 
passed : 
“ W h e r e a s , Regarding the present 
system ®f bagging or sacking grain 
for market, as practised on the Pacific 
Coast, as an enormous tax upon the 
labors of the producers, compelling an 
outlay on which they receive no re­ 
turn, thereby affecting seriously the 
individual as well as the entire agri­ 
cultural interests of the S tate; be it 
" Resolved, That, in consequence of 
the present custom we see no prospect­ 
ive Denefits, but on the contrary all 
that is objectionable and injurious, we 
will give our sanction to the system of 
aggregation, storing and handling 
grain which has proved itself to be 
most economical, safe and expeditious, 
and by the early adoption of which 
the farmers of the great grain-produc­ 
ing States of the Northwest, though 
far removed from the seaboard and 
markets, are wealthy and prosperous, 
while the reverse is the condition on 
the Pacific Coast.” 
. 


How Grass is Changed to Beef. 


The ox is a ruminant—and all rumi­ 
nants masticate their food the sec­ 
ond time, or, rather, first swallow and 
then after some time commence the 
f 
>roce« called “ ruminating,” orpopu- 
arly called “ chewing the cud.” Let 
us trace this process in the cow. 
The tongue first collects a mouthful 
of grass into a bundle, when it is nip­ 
ped off by the teeth of the lower jaw 
and the grasping power of the muscu­ 
lar lips. She does not pause to masti­ 
cate now, but swallows it whole. It 
descends to the first stomach or rumen 
which is only a storehouse in which 
the food is kept until wanted. This 
firststomach consists of four small sub­ 
divisions and the coat is covered with 
thousands of little elevations, which 
doubtless 
produce some 
chemical 
change in the newly-received food. 
From this first stomach the food 
passes into the second, which i9 much 
smaller and also very complex in its 
structure. It is covered with a m ulti­ 
tude of small cells, from which it is 
called the honey-comb bag. In this 
seeond stomach the food takes the 
form of round, compact masses, which 
are returned through the gullet to the 
mouth by the muscular action of the 
stomach. Now begins the processor 
ruminating, during which she seems 
to enjoy the very perfection of animal 
bliss. As each portion of the food Is 
properly masticated, it passes direct 
from the moqth to the third stomach. 
This is accomplished by the closing of 
the tnbe that leads to tiie first and sec­ 
ond trtemachs. 
The third Í9 very 
small gnd is called manyplus, from 
the nutnerous folds of which it is com­ 
posed, arrange# like the leaves of a 
book. Between these active folds the 
food rests a short time, when it is 
passed into the fourth or true stomach 
where the process of digestion is com­ 
pleted, ana the food passes into the or­ 
ganization.

An 
engine and pum p is now on Its w ay hither, 
w hich will raise 30,000 gallons of wal^r per 
hour into the reservoir, more th an IS now 
consum ed by the entire city of Los Angeles. 
A ll lots m ust be sold previous to A prill2th, 
for upon th a t date those th at are left w l|l be 
disposed of at public auction, by the popular 
auctioneer, Noyes. T hey will be sold on the 
installm ent plan, at his rooms in the Temple 
Block on Spring street; the first Installm ent 
payable onffhe day of sale. 
Fifteen thousand fleet o f pipe are now being 
laid In the streets, 8,000 feet of w hich are al­ 
ready in the ground, and a million-gallon res­ 
ervoir Is now being m ade to supply the lots 
with water.
